Camp said there have been 


no staff strategy sessions with 
the governor since the shooting. 


The medical bulletins Friday 


had little to add. Doctors said 
Wallace's legs remain paral- 
yzed and that he is continuing 
physical therapy to maintain 
muscle tone and blood circula- 
tion. 


He was taken off intravenous 


feeding and given a meal of 
chicken broth. 


Camp said that Wallace ex-
